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DETAILED ACTION 
Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) cited in the previous office 
action is hereby incorporated by reference. 

2. Claims 1 and 4-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Beyda et al, U.S. pat. No. 6,275,850, in 
view of Beck et al , U.S. pat. No. 5,903,723. 

Beyda discloses a method and system for filtering email 
attachment comprising : 

a) predetermining a data size threshold for email attachment ( see 
Beyda' s col 6, lines 40-49 ) , 

b) determining data size of an email attachment prior to 
transmission of an email message ( Beyda 7 s 7, lines 6-7 ) , 

c) transmitting the attachment with the email if the data size is 
less than the threshold, or storing the attachment in a network 
storage (for later retrieval by the user) if the data size is 
greater than the threshold ( see Beyda' s col 7, lines 8-13 and col 
8, lines 5-10 ) . 

Beyda does not teach specific method for delivering/ 
downloading the attachment to the user via the network storage. 
Beck discloses an email system for delivering email attachment via 
network storage. Particularly, Beck discloses including an 
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attachment reference (e.g., URL) in the email message that points 
to a network storage site to allow the user to download the 
attachment if desired using a conventional web browser ( see Beck's 
col 5, line 60 - col 6, line 11 ) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify Beyda with Beck's 
teaching because it would have enabled user to download the 
attachment more efficiently, i.e., using a conventional web 
browser. 

Per claims 14-17, it would have been further obvious to one of 
skilled in the art to recognize that the attachment data file can 
be generated using any conventional peripheral devices including 
facsimile, scanner, etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. Claims 2-3 and 19-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims . 
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Response to Amendment : 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 12/4/03 with respect to claims 
1 and 4-18 have been fully considered but they are moot in view of 
new ground of rejection set forth above. 



Conclusion : 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of
